Realization of worth and beauty 
in trees has given rise to a new 
science— tree surgery. 
This 
sci­ 
ence in its entirety covers a great 
deal of ground and perform s m ir­ 
acles of preservation 
for 
trees. 
The tres surgeon is to a tree what 
a physician is to man. 
For years these men have stud­ 
ied to bring about a method that 
could be practiced with success. 
They have made startling discov­ 
eries. 
In cases of decay it has been 
found that simply digging out the 
! old, rotten wood and filling the 
cavity with cement 
is 
obsolete. 
The modern way of treating this 
problem is by an operation using 
cork. 
Clean, 
healthy, 
specially 
prepared cork is cut to fit the cav­ 
ity. It is then placed in the en­ 
dangered portion which has first 
been thoroughly cleaned of all de­ 
cayed growth 
Cork fills the minute crevices, 
becoming an integral part of the 
tree. In a short time new growth 
I covers the filling and the opera- 
| tion is barely noticeable. Further 
decay is impossible, for the cork 
is absolutely tight 
and

j proof. Then too, because of its 
i elastic qualities, it bends w ith the 
tree, thus elim inating chafing of 
the tender new growth. It assumes 
the tree’s tem perature 
and

courages nature’s healing process. 
Even trim m ing must 
be 
done 
! properly and with understanding, 
i to accomplish its two uses—to in- 
| crease the beauty and shapeliness 
of trees, and to aid their health 
j and growth by the removal of 
| dead and surplus branches. 
Owners will profit 
by 
giving 
their trees the benefit of expert 
attention and keeping them out of 
danger. 
Oftentimes 
disease and 
infection are so unapparent and 
unnoticeable that the damage has 
been done before the casual ob­ 
server is aware of it. Annual in­ 
spection is well worth the small 
cost it takes.

Machinery 
Meeting Held 


New Madrid — How to adjust 
mowers, plows, and other types 
of farm machinery was explained 
by Marion Claik, Extension Agri­ 
cultural Engineer at 
a 
meeting 
held in the New 
Madrid 
High 


School last Thursday. 
Clark used charts to point out 
daily and yearly costs of different 
machines, including tractors. For 
example, he estimated the cost of 
operating a one plow tractor for 
45 days during the year, at $3.00 
per day or $135 per year; a two 
plow tractor operated 30 days at 
$5.80 per day or $174 per year;

Braising is used as the method

Benton—Is it difficult for you to 
keep lard through

summer 
months in good condition? 
These suggestions

your problems. Covered containers 
are the first essential for storing 
fats. Cans, jars, or other contain­ 
ers with tight-fitting covers will 
keep out air, moisture, and light 
that turns the fats rancid. Butter 
will not keep long, no m atter how 
carefully it is stored but lard and 
oils will keep fresh for a long time 
if they are stored in a dry, cold, 
dark place. 
Proper storage for fats left over 
from cooking is just as important 
as proper storage for commercial 
fats, Home Demonstration Agent 
Ella Fikuart says. Surplus fats can 
be used a second time if they are 
not scorched or too strong in fla- 


j vor. They should be strained to re­ 
move any particles of food, and 
stored in a covered container in a 
cool place. 
Suet and salt pork can be used 
for pan-frying or seasoning vege­ 
tables since they are high in fla­ 
vor. To render them out, cut in 
small pieces and heat in a double 
boiler. Strain, cover, and store in 
a cool place. It is good idea to la­ 
bel each container so that you can 
readily tell which kind of fat is 
being used when a particular fla­ 
vor is desired.

Each high school of New Madrid 
County has been invited to send 
two contestants to New Madrid 
March 1 at 9:30 a. m. to participate 
in an examination on government 
prior to selection of a student to 
represent our county in the fourth 
annual State Student Assembly. 
The vrinners from each county 
will meet in the Capitol at Jeffer­

typical legislative session, under 
sponsorship of the State Depart­ 
ment of Education.

YOUTH TRAINING

centers for 
out-of-town 
school 
youths of ages 17 to 25. Since that

purpose of this training is to dis­ 
cover and develop mechanical tal­ 
ent that may be used later in our

work, and at least 10 persons are 
required to make a class. 
The instructors are to have had 
at least lour years of practical ex­ 
perience and no college work or 
high school credit is required of 
them. But they must be proficient 
in the work they teach. For the 
auto mechanics course, the school 
board should probably select a 
good mechanic irom a local gar­ 
age; for the metal work, the “vil­ 
lage blacksm ith’’ would undoubt­ 
edly be the best qualified person 
to handle the course; 
for 
wood 
working a good local carpenter 


; would be the ideal instructor; and 
elementary electricity 
could 
be 
! taught by a local tflectrician or an 
all around mechanic.

probably from $300 to $500 
per 
group. However, the equipment is 
to be returned after use.

Benton—Is it difficult for you to 
keep lard through

your problems. Covered containers 
are the first essential for storing 
fats. Cans, jars, or other contain­ 
ers with tight-fitting covers will 
keep out air, m oisture, and light 
that turns the fats rancid. B utter 
will not keep long, no m atter how 
carefully it is stored but lard and 
oils will keep fresh for a long tim e 
if they are stored in a dry. cold, 
dark place. 
Proper storage for fats left over 
from cooking is just as im portant 
as proper storage for com m ercial 
fats. Home Dem onstration Agent 
Ella Fikuart says. Surplus fats can 
be used a second tim e if they are 
not scorched or too strong in fla- 
i vor. They should be strained to re­ 
move any particles of food, and 
stored in a covered container in a 
cool place. 
Suet and salt pork can be used 
for pan-frying or seasoning vege­ 
tables since they are high in fla­ 
vor. To render them out, cut in 
small pieces and heat in a double 
boiler. Strain, cover, and store in 
a cool place.
